The United States of America is 
being led today by men with forgot¬ 
ten ideals and misplaced values. 
From the hallowed halls of Capitol 
Hill to the White House itself, Amer¬ 
ica’s leaders are sadly more con¬ 
cerned about lining their pocket- 
books than their constituent’s needs. 
The controversial proposed congres¬ 
sional pay raise is not the basis of my 
disillusionment. Rather, it is the 
appointed executive officials who 
lobby for business interests or re¬ 
ceive double incomes that have 
drawn my criticism, not to mention 
those who use their political offices 
for personal gain. 

The recent Senate confirmation

Dropping enrollment causes faculty 
cutback for 1989-90 school year

Rumors of faculty lay offs and cuts 
in curriculum recently began surfac¬ 
ing following a meeting between the 
administration and faculty of North 
Central. 

Principal Charles Roach verified 
that some cutbacks will be made. He 
attributes them to the dramatic de¬ 
cline in enrollment at the high school 
level. 

In the past five years, the number 
of students entering NC has fallen by 
432, and it is projected to decrease 
by another 200 students by the be¬ 
ginning of next year. These numbers 
will continue to fall until the larger 
classes that now attend elementary 
school begin to enter high school in 
1992. 

Due to these circumstances, the 
number of students in each class 
room continues to dwindle, and the 
township administration is calling 
for consolidation and cutbacks in 
order to combat future financial 
problems. 

New staff members in depart¬ 
ments suffering from low interest or 
small class size will be among the 
first ones to be affected by the Re¬ 


duction In Force (RIF) to reduce 
salary costs. Classes with fewer than 
twelve students also risk being at 
least temporarily removed from the 
curriculum according to one 
teacher. 

“The first priority is the integrity 
of our school,” Roach promises to 
the students. He continued to com¬ 
ment that no cuts will be made in the 
programs that have established and 
maintained the exceptional reputa¬ 
tion of NC. Teachers were told that 
this would include art classes. 
Learning Unlimited and Interna¬ 
tional Baccalaureate. 

Attempts will be made to save as 
many jobs and classes as possible. 
This might be accomplished by of¬ 
fering some courses every other year 
especially in areas of advanced stud¬ 
ies. Roach also offers the possibility 
of voluntary part-time teaching in 
some departments. This would al¬ 
low two teachers to carry partial 
loads so that both may be employed 
instead of one of them losing his job. 

While there will unquestionably 
be cuts in certain areas, some addi¬ 
tions to curriculum will also be made 
for next year. Math Studies, for 


example, is a new class geared to¬ 
wards students wishing to study four 
years of math without taking the 
engineering and scientific prepra- 
tory classes such as Calculus. 

North Central will also offer 
Global Awareness, a new geogra¬ 
phy course that will attempt to take a 
bite out of the well-publicized prob¬ 
lem of geographical ignorance in the 
United States. 

The first steps in renovating the 
school will be made for next year as 
well. This million dollar phase will 
occur over the summer and include 
mechanical changes in the heating 
and cooling systems and other areas 
which will not appear highly visible 
to students. 

Unofficial Reduction In Force 
notices will be distributed to teach¬ 
ers on March 17, and the school 
board will make these decisions 
official on April 17 according to an 
information sheet given to staff 
members. 

Although few comments have 
been on the specifics of what will 
happen next year, Roach wants to 
“assure the students that we are tak¬ 
ing every stand to ensure the curricu¬ 
lum programs.”

Women may deserve choice of abortion

America was founded upon the 
ideal of freedom of choice, limited 
only by rights of others. It is this 
limit which has, in recent years, been 
the cause of much turmoil surround¬ 
ing the abortion issue. 

There has in the past been some 
question regarding the legitimacy of 
the fetus’ status as a living human 
being. Doctors have been put on the 
witness stand to define the stage at 
which a fetus becomes a human 
being, all in an effort to prove an 
abortion as an infringement upon the 
rights of the “baby.” Little to noth¬ 
ing is said about the disregard of the 
rights of the parents. Proponents of 
abortions claim that it is easy loose 
sight of this encroachment when 
anti-abortionists paint a melodta- 
matic picture of the killing of a fetus.

women who decide. That perspec¬ 
tive makes the issue real,” says 
Nanette Falkenberg, executive di¬ 
rector of the National Abortion 
Rights Action League (NARAL). 
At the risk of sounding harsh, sup¬ 
porters of abortion point out that for 
all intensive purposes, the fetus is 
entirely dependant on the mother for 
life. The fetus’ very existence is an 
infringement upon the rights of the 
mother. This infringement, how¬ 
ever, would seem greatly assuaged 
should the fetus be considered hu¬ 
man and the killing of it be consid¬ 
ered murder, but if this becomes the 
final decision many more implica¬ 
tions must come into play, espe¬ 
cially regarding the newly gained 
rights of the fetus. A pregnant 
mother committing a crime, could 
not be put in jail, to do so, the baby 
would have to go to jail as well, a 
definite encroachment upon the 


newly found rights of the innocent 
fetus. To declare abortion illegal 
due to the rights of the fetus, would 
also leave no room for any excep¬ 
tions. Any woman who was raped 
would be forced to deliver the baby, 
as to do otherwise would be the 
“unnecessary” killing of a “human 
being,” a crime unacceptable under 
any circumstances. 

Abortion, claim many abortion¬ 
ists, must be looked upon as a neces¬ 
sary evil, and must take into account 
heavily the rights of the woman 
whom would bare the child. Judy 
Simmons of “Essence” magazine 
states, “Aborting a pregnancy isn’t 
the high point of a woman’s day. 
Nor, however, is it the melodramatic 
tragedy, social cancer, mortal sin, 
legislative crisis or genocidal master 
plan that various segments of the 
American public represent it to be.”*

In 20 years, one could misplace 
many things. Names and faces could 
slip from memory, as could once 
important dates and facts. Ideas, 
once temporarily replaced by more 
practical thoughts could be forgot¬ 
ten entirely. In 20 years, it would 
seem, much could be altered but 
little destroyed. 

In 200 years, however, America 
has somehow misplaced its social 
conscious. Like ingenuous ideals 
that we all too often discard with 


age, so too have we abandoned our 
collective morality. This decay is 
blatantly manifest in federally con¬ 
doned murder; some euphamize it as 
abortion. More appropriately, this 
lapse should be termed mass mur¬ 
der, for in fact its numbers are large. 

Each year the effects of “female 
liberation” account for millions of 
deaths throughout the world, a fla¬ 
grant violation of life’s sanctity. It 
would be easy, then, to speak of 
devotion and philosophy, and the 


importance of spiritual virtues. But 
conviction can be an esoteric knowl¬ 
edge, and thus its utilization often 
taints the inherent faults of the pro¬ 
life stand. For beyond denomina¬ 
tion, beyond religion entirely, abor¬ 
tion is an issue of morality. 

Quite simply, abortion places the 
convenience of the mother above the 
beauty and the sanctity of life. That 
is not right. It’s not right for the 
doctor that performs the abortion, 
the mother that receives the abor¬ 


tion, and the society that allows 
abortions to continue. To paraphrase 
John Donne: each man’s death di¬ 
minishes us, for we are all involved 
in mankind. 

We, as participants, must demand 
an end to this killing to restore both 
the sanctity of life and our morality. 
We are not beyond hope, but perhaps 
we will need a drastic physical and 
ethical examination to make a 
change.

Girls' lose to 
Brebeuf in 
Sectionals

The North Central Panthers have 
been playing good basketball re¬ 
cently, winning big games over 
Howe and Terre Haute North, while 
only losing to Marion. 

North Central’s record improved 
to 10-6 as they defeated Howe 72- 
67 and Terre Haute North 53-47. 
The loss to Marion was by a 68-52 
margin. 

The Howe Hornets proved to be a 
worthy competitor against the Pan¬ 
thers. NC was in control of the 
game throughout, but could never 
really put the Hornets away. 

The Panthers battled their way to 
an 18-14 first quarter advantage and 
then to a 33-31 halftime lead. In the 
second half, NC relied upon senior 
forward Tony Barbee and sopho¬ 
more guard Greg Black to carry the 
load. NC’s lead was cut to just two 
after three, holding a 48-46 advan¬ 
tage. The fourth quarter proved to 
be a wild one as both teams turned 
up their intensity levels. In the end 
however, the Panthers proved to be 
the stronger of the two. 

NC was led in scoring by Barbee 
who poured in 31 points, including 
four three-pointers. Black helped 
the cause by canning 17 points 
while freshman transfer Kenny 
Wright provided tough inside play. 

Against the Marion Giants, things 
did not go quite as planned for the 
visiting Panthers. Marion jumped 
out to a 19-7 first quarter lead and 
never looked back. The Giants held 
a 15 point lead at halftime and were 
able to come away with a resound¬ 
ing 68-52 victory. 

Barbee led the Panthers with only 
15 points, well below his season 


average of 24 points a game. Fresh¬ 
man forward Wright provided good 
inside play in route to knocking in 13 
points. 

NC was able to rebound from the 
tough loss to Marion and come back 
to beat a very deceptive Terre Haute 
North team. 

The Patriots, appearing to be a 
much shorter and slower team, were 
able to jump out to a 15-11 first 
quarter advantage. In the second 
quarter North Central dominated 
and outscored the Patriots 21-10 to 
claim a 32-25 halftime lead. Al¬ 
though down by seven, Terre Haute 
North would not give up. They 
battled back and cut the Panthers’ 
lead to two, 40-38, after three quar¬ 
ters. However, the Panthers flexed 
their muscles and showed the Patri¬ 
ots who was boss, outscoring the Pa¬ 
triots 13-9 in the quarter and came 
out on top with the win. 

Barbee led the way for the Panthers 
with 19 points, while Black and sen¬ 
ior guards Greg Akers and Aaron 
Shelby chipped in nine, nine and 
eight points respectively. 

Commenting on the teams recent 
play, Coach Steve Coffman 
said,’’Against Howe, I thought we 
did a good job defensively. Against 
Marion, Marion had stretches of 10- 
0,9-0 and 9-0 that did us in. Against 
Terre Haute North, I thought we did 
a good job defensively.” 

Tonight the Panthers play the 
Broad Ripple Rockets at Broad 
Ripple, which should be a hard 
fought contest. The Panthers also 
start sectional play February 28.

More thoughts on Proposition 42 and other things 


The issue of Proposition 42 has 
not yet been put to rest. Although 
Georgetown basketball coach John 
Thompson and Temple basketball 
:oach both oppose Prop 42 on the 
basis of racism, I still wonder about 
the logic behind their views. 

Chaney, in an article in the Janu¬ 
ary 23 issue of Sports Illustrated 
stated that "Proposition 42 will do 
me thing: punish blacks." Th¬ 
ompson walked out of the Capital 
Centre, Georgetown's home court 
prior to the tip-off between his 
Hovas and Boston College. Both of 


these coaches greatly disagree with 
the provisions of Prop 42. Prop 42 
will not allow any incoming fresh¬ 
man to recieve an athletic scholar¬ 
ship if that student does not have at 
least a 700 on his/her SAT's and a 2.0 
GPA through 1 lbasic core curriculm 
classes. Why do Chaney and Th¬ 
ompson disagree with Prop 42? 
Because their team rosters are per¬ 
petually filled with black athletes; 
athletes who Thopmson and Chaney 
claim will be hardest struck by the 
new outlines for eligibility that Prop 
42 established.. 


But how difficult is it to get a 2.0 
GPA through high school? It would 
be different if all students had to take 
advanced courses, then it would be 
easy to understand why a C average 
would be impossible for some inner- 
city students to achieve. But that is 
not the case. Many of those students 
simply do not put forth the effort in 
class to maintain that mediocre 
GPA. Why should they be rewarded 
for poor school records with schol¬ 
arships? Simply because they can 
block shots or score touchdowns, 
even if thev have a fourth errade read¬ 


ing level? To me, that is absurd. 
Thompson and Chaney advocate 
their methods, that they give inner- 
city blacks a chance to be educated. 
That is true in many cases, but in 
others, their athletes many times 
play basketball for four or five years 
and once their scholarship runs out, 
they leave school without a diploma 
in hand. What good has been done 
for this student? Has he been en¬ 
riched by this college experience? 
Maybe, but he has not become 
smarter or better equipped. This is 
not the result in all cases,, but it has 


happened.
